Alone about 4 o'clock Saturday afternoon, the irrespressible, 
ubiouitous members of The Atlanta Constitution copy desk went 
in mourning for the battered old desk. They put mourning bands 
about their arms. fashioned out of black carbon paper filched from 
the Associated Press supply, and had themselves and a few asso- 
ciates photographed looking mournfully down at the cigarette, cof- 
fee. bottle and grammatically scarred old boards about which sev- 
eral generations of copy readers have worked. 

Meanwhile the old building, opened in August, 1884, as the 
first newspaper building in the Southeast and West to be designed 
for a newspaper, pulsed with a new activity. Persons streamed from 
it. diagonally across the street, to the new building, carrying with 
them personal belongings. 

The new building. like its predecessor, is the first building 
designed for a newspaper in Atlanta since the old one opened in 
1884. Gleaming. new as the New Year it soon is to greet, it was 
a'ready beginning to stir with newspaper work. 

Rut in the old building, typewriters still clattered, the news ma- 
chines beat out their messages with their myriad small hammers, 
copy bovs hurried at their normal slow walk, but there was some- 
thing else. Hard by a man toiling at a machine, others were taking 


qaqown a machine. 


Publishing, Producing—and Moving 


Strange faces came and went, wires came down, hand trucks 
rumbled along with loads ... a newspaper cannot move as you 
move household goods. It must continue publishing and producing. 
And so it had to be a dual job of producing and tearing down for 


movement. 

It was 7:30 in the evening when a vast, squat truck bearing a 
derrick pulled up beside the old building on the Forsyth Street 
side. Behind it came another with supplemental steel sections for 
the derrick. 

At 8 o'clock the current was shut off from the bus and power 
lines and the one block of Forsyth Street blocked, traffic moving 


around it 

It was 8:30 when the gaunt steel arm, 85 feet long, reached up 
through the lighted chasm of the street, and tentatively stuck its 
fingers into the large hole cut into the wall of the fifth floor. 


The length was right. 
The long stee! arm came down then. and picked up a steel cage, 
fabricated in Atlanta, and large enough to carry a circus elephant. 


This began to swing up through the night. Street lights re- 
fiected off its heavy bulk.* In the control tower the operator had 
the difficult task of moving it up past the many wires. There was 
a full. bright moon, and it was the moon that made it look mys- 
terious and unreal. moving up there through the night, and swing- 
ing against the big square hole in the wall at the fifth floor. One 
got the feeling that the operator could, if necessary, fill a tooth 
with that long arm if called upon so to do. 

It was made fast. and clung there like a dark room suddenly 
grown against the dull, brick wall. 

Inside there was the sound of grunting, sweating muscle-work. 
The first linotype was being jacked up so that a metal dolly, on 
wheels. could be slid under it. 

Already, in the new buildiag, five linotype machines, purchased 
months before and set up in advance, were at work. The hot, 
molten smell of their metal pots, the sibilant clicking of their 
kevs and the falling of the brass mats jostled with the smell of 
new paint and the rumbling sound of the heavy “turtles” being 


rolled in. 
You do not move a linotype machine as you would a loveseat, al. 
though you give it loving care as well as caressing curses. 


It Is Elfin, It Is Monstrous 


ft i¢ @ most @xtraordinary machine, is a linotype machine. It 
is as delicate in its precision as a tiny Swiss watch. It has about 
£500 parts. It weighs anywhere from two tons to four and a half. 
For a watch-fob it wears a pot of molten metal, kept liquid and 
lethal, by a gus flame. It is as precise and delicate as a frail young 
lady doing a Strauss waltz, it is as heavy and as cumbersome as 
@ 24-inch cannon. It is elfin, it is monstrous. Each costs as much 
as a+modern, average-sized cottage. 

With five already set up in advance, there were 21 to be liftec 
on dollies. rolled to the aperture in the wall, pushed out into the 
cage, dropped down to a truck, hauled on the truck to the freight 
elevator entrance of the new building, unloaded onto a special 
ramp, rolled to the elevator, hoisted to the second floor, rolled 
to the specified position on the composing room floor. There spe- 
cia! crews waited to connect it electrically and with gas. 


It had been estimated one could be moved per hour. The first 
three required four hours. Then it was discovered that the posi- 
tion of the dolly had been incorrect and the machines began to move 
more rapidly. 

At 10 o'clock Sunday morning the last one, the huge “Blue 
Streak No. 30.” twice as large and as heavy as the others, swung 
out from the wal! and was dropped gently down on the truck. 

The big job was done. 

There remained many more turtles to come across, Many more 
boxes of type. of metal, of smaller machines, and all the many. 
many machines. 

But the big muscle task was done. The Porter Crane Com. 
pany. which had done the job,_breathed easier. Charles Rogers, 
The Constitution foreman in charge of the job, grinned the first 
real grin in hours. H. D. Wallace, down from the Mergenthaler 
Company, sighed happily. R. J. Finley, The Constitution’s able 
Superintendent, relaxed just a little. George Stone, composing 
roum foreman, unbent. 

They had had the full co-operation of alf the employees. 
was a job well done. 

Meanwhile, by noon, most of the machines were in place and the 
metalpots were filled again with their molten metal. A few had 
s few “bugs” from the shaking up. But down in the press room, 
a new and modern press, valued at more than $1,000,000, was ready 
to function, the linotypes were in, the Stereotype Department was 
long ready, and on the second floor reporters were drifting in and 
looking at the array of lights, the endless windows about the walls, 
and the new desks and equipment. By 2 p. m. the staff was at work. 


Gilly Took It In Stride, but— 


There was joy and there was happiness. The old building, faith 
ful and good, had not been easy to leave. It looked forlorn, empty 
and scattered with debris. There were many memories—sad, happy 
and mad—connected with it. 

The oldtimers recalled many stories, such as the time when 
Frank Stanton and his friend, Medicine Man “Doc” Scott, sat quaft- 
ing Bourbon and suddenly saw the Doctor’s tall silk hat, placed on 
the floor, walk out the door. The Doctor had placed it, unwitting- 
ly, on Lewis Gregg’s cartoon mascot, the terrapin Gilly, and Gilly 
was leaving. They fled to a near-by saloon for relief from the 
horrors, while Gilly went steadily down the hallway, wearing the 
hat and frightening ardent drys near to drink. 

Presidents, beauty contest winners, actresses, authors, states- 
men, politicians, joyous persons, persons with trouble seeking help, 
men and women of note and begging bums had crossed the 
threshold. | 

Let it be said now that The Constitution always has tried to live 
close to the people who pass its door and that. will not change, 
as it did not change with the new building of 1884. 

The Constitution has always wanted to enter the homes and 
the confidences of its readers as a friend and associate, and it will 
live just as close to the people and their interests in the new build- 
ing as the old. Indeed, we hope to live a little closer and more 
efficiently in our new home.

A small room at Albany and an 
apartment in Columbus Sunday 
had become gas-filled death traps 
as two children and two construc: 
tion workers had been found dead 
from asphyxiation laid to fumes 
escaping from heaters. 

The tragedy at Albany was dis 
covered by Mrs. Katie Johnson, 24, 
when she arrived home from work 
and found her two sons, Tommy, 5, 
and Jerry, 3, overcome by fumes 
from a gas heater.

The 
men were believed to have been 
dead at least three days. Police 
said fumes still were escaping 
from a gas heater In Carlson’s one- 
room apartment when the bodies 
were found.

AUGI'STA, Dec. 28—Dr. Charles 
M. Strahan, 83, pioneer .of the 
Georgia Highway System, long 
dean of the University of Georgia 
school of Civil Engineering and 
connected with that institution for 
90 years, died in a hospital here 
Sunday after a long illness. 

Dr. Strahan was the first Chair- 
man of the State Highway Board, 
and developed the macadam 
method of road construction in 
Georgia. 

At the time of his retirement a 
few years ago, he was the oldest 
member ig point of service on the 
University faculty 

A native of Virginia, Dr. Strahan 
was an alumnus of the University 
of Georgia, was a professor of 
mathematics there, then engineer- 
ing dean, 

Dr. Strahan was called’ the 
“Father of Good Roads in Geor- 
gia,’ and was co-author of legisla- 
tion creating the Georgia Highway 
Department. 

He began his development of 
low-cost roads more than a half- 
century ago. Under his direction 
the “Better Roads” laboratory in 
the University carried on experi- 
ments seeking to lengthen the life 
and reduce the costs of public 
highways. | 

The VU. S. Bureau of Public 
Roads subsequently adopted his 
specifications and |. congtruction 
methods for these types of high 
Ways. 

Survivors include his wife and 
a daughter, Miss Mary Strahan, 
who is Professor of Spanish at 
the University of Georgia.

2 Planes, Glider Winging to B-29 
y Alaskan Wilds 


Disasters Stall Rescue 


NOME, Alaska, Dec. 28—(AP)—Two Air Force planes 
and a glider crash landed Sunday in the icy wastes of the 
Seward Peninsula while winging northward from Nome te 
rescue four survivors of a wrecked B-29 bomber. 


Announcement of the new dis- 
asters was made by Col. H. N. 
Burkhalter, Commander of the 
Nome Air Forces Base. 

Six airmen in a ©-47 transport 
and the pilot of the glider it was 
towing were uninjured in a belly 
landing at Imiruk Basin approxi- 
mately 20 miles from the spot 
where the ill-fated Superfortress, | 
the “Clobbered Turkey,” and its 
crew of eight crashed on a train 
ing flight last Tuesday. 

Burkhalter said that no word 
had been received from the pilot 
of a C-45 ski-equipped plane since 
he radioed less than an hour ago 
he was making an emergency 
landing somewhere near the B-29 
due to bad weather. 

Names of the eight airmen in- 
volved in the crash landings Sun- 
day have not been released. 

Among those listed as airmen on 
the downed B-29 was Set. Leslie 
R. Warren, of Waco, Ga. 

Burkhalter said another C-47 
had circled Sunday afternoon over 
the downed Superfortress to drop 
more radio equipment in an effort 
to establish communication with a 
three-man medical rescue team’ 
which parachuted Saturday to the 
aid of the survivors. 

A radio carried by the para- 
troopers has failed to function and 
no word has been received on the

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28—(AP)—President Truman said 
in bitter words Sunday that Congress has given him a “feeble” 
and “pitifully inadequate” weapon in the Republican anti- 
inflation bill, but that he is signing it, anyhow. 


“T am signing,” he said in a 
statement, “with a sense of deep 
disappointment that the Congress 
has seen fit to take such feeble 
steps toward the control of infla- 
tion, 


“I trust that when the Congress 
returns it will promptly enact an 
effective, workable program.” 

Mr. Truman particularly dis- 
liked the “voluntary agreements” 
system which the bill provides for 
industries to get together and 
share scarce materials and com 
modities on a non-compulsory 
basis. 

“It is far too late in the fight 
against inflation to place our main 
reliance upon voluntary action,” 
he said, and added: 

“The voluntary methods... in 
the absence of reserve powers to 
back them up, can therefore be 
«expected to accomplish little.” 

In summation he declared: 

“At a time when nearly every 
one in this ration is feeling the 
ocessure of exorbitant prices, the 
Congress has enacted a bill that is 
pitifully inadequate as a weapon 
against the high cost of living.”

One of the obvious things which damns 
the Republican opposition to the Marshall 
Plan is the fact that it is not, basically, 
an administration policy. 

It is recommended by two men. It was 
created out of their examination and their 
close study of, and association with, the 
problems. 

These two men are Generals George 
‘Marshall and Lucius Clay. Gen. Marshall 
was an Army man who had no politics. 
He it. was who chiefly planned and exe- 
cuted the vast forces of the world’s first 
truly global war and directed it to victory. 

When he was retired he accepted, as 
a patriotic citizen, an appointment as en- 
voy to China. He then accepted the posi- 
tion of Secretary of State. At the time no 
Republican voiced anything but approval. 
It was recognized that he was not in any 
sense a political appointee. 

Certainly Gen. Clay, one of Georgia’s 
most distinguished sons, is no politician. 
He has lived with the German problem 
and with the European problem generally. 

He says that what this country’s foreign 
policy chiefly needs to be strong in the 
world is for Europe and the world to know 
we are in Europe to stay until the job is 
done. 

This country’s armed forces could not 


be mobilized for the amount asked for the 
Marshall Plan. So, it is not just cost. The 
Republicans are playing votes against the 
best interests of their country. 

Gen. Clay says that Communism can 
be stopped in Europe, and will be stopped, 
if we keep a thin line of troops along the 
Elbe River. 

He says we should make up our minds 
to stay there 50 years, if that long is re- 
quired. He says, further, that if we ap- 
proach the problem in that frame of mind, 
and if we let Europe know it, we can 
probably do the job in five to eight years. 

These men are not politicians. Out 
of their vast experience, out of their best 
judgment, comes this plan. 

The Republicans are trying to make it 
appear a Truman plan, or a Democratic 
Party plan.

From Germany 


Farm notes, made at Vienna, 
Stuttgart, Germany: 
| Farmers are very much alike the world over. 
Indeed, I think a statement that persons in the same professions 
or fields of work tend even to look alike, could be sustained with- 
out much trouble. (I know newspaper people do.) 

Everywhere I went in Germany and Austria I asked about farm 
conditions. I had two reasons. I wanted know. And I wanted 
to help explain to the people at home why Germany, and Europe, 
were having trouble feeding themselves. 

In Austria I had lunch with an American farm expert who had 
been there for a year working with the Austrians on a farm program. 
In Stuttgart I had the same sort of luck. Both these men had worked 
as county agents and had done extension work. They seemed well 
fitted to the job at hand. 

The stories they had to tell are familiar to our veteran county 
agents. They know the trouble they encountéred when they first

In the South we have too many persons 
on the land. In Europe there are 12 times as many persons 
living off the land. 4 

This has meant concentrated farming.

There is a special reason, aside from the defeat in war. From 
1938 on Hitler laid the lash on the farmers. Use of fertilizer was 
doubled, as the war machine demanded more and more food. Seed 
imports, of course, dropped. The soil is even more worn out 
than it normally would have been. 

Here is a fact to keep in mind, when wondering why Germany 
and Europe need food ... at the peak of her farm production 
—at her best—Germany produced but 85 percent of her food 
needs, and that peak was attained after she had conquered some 
territories and was getting food from them. 

In all of Europe food has always been a matter of trade. Europe

Russia was first in Germany. Russia today has the 
best of German farm land—as she has the best of 
Austria. The Soviet zones can about feed themselves. The Soviet 
has “the bread basket’ of Austria and Germany—and also con- 
trols the greater bread basket of Europe—the Balkan grain coun- 
tries, namely, Bulgaria, Romania, Czechoslovakia and her own 
Ukraine. 

Before the war Germany was the “supplier” of Europe in ma- 
chinery, tools, dyes, chemicals and also in technological “know- 
how.” Money from industrial production bought food. We have 
got to restore an economy in Germany without permitting a war 
production. It isn’t too difficult. 

The Soviets know this. That is why they refuse a treaty in 
Austria or Germany—except one which would give them control 
and every advantage. 

It 1s our problem, because if we do not solve it, the results of it 
will reach over and grapple with us. 

Farming is just a part of it. 

It never did feed Europe... at its best.

The other day a kid offered to 
bet me a quarter that the popula- 
tion of New York City is four 
million. I told the tot it was ‘closer. 
to eight million, and asked him) 
where he got his information. He) 
told me that that was the figure) 
in his geography book. 

I asked the child some ques- 
tions about American history. He 
knew all the answers up to Teddy | 
Roosevelt and Adm. Dewey. That! 
was as far as his history boox! 
went, he said. 


I went around the next day and 
took a look at his school. Only) 
a few of the rooms were equipped | 
with electrical outlets. The walls) 
hadn’t been painted in almost 20 
years. For 600 kids, there was 
one faucet for drinking and wash- 
ing. The paper towel container 
was empty and there wasn’t any 
soap. One of the teachers told me 
the city budget didn’t provide 
for such luxuries. 


AS I WALKED HOME, I re- 
membered a line about kids in the 
constitution of the United Nations: 
“Since wars begin in the minds of 
men, it is in the minds of men 
that the defenses of peace must 
be constructed.” 

I picked up the phone and call- 
ed Mrs. Richard Rodgers, the com- 
poser’s wife. “The last time we 
met,” I said, ‘you kept bending 
‘my ear about our school system. 
'What’s the name of that organiza- 
tion you’re working with?” 
| orothy told me it was the 
Public Education Association, a| 
voluntary group trying to improve 
the New York School System. 

I asked the PEA for some facts 
and figures. Well, I almost wish 
] hadn't. They made me ashamed 
of the town I’m always bragging | 
about. 

There’s a building up in Har- 
lem that used to be a prison. 
Twenty-five years ago the Police 
Department decided it was unsafe 
and abandoned it. Today it’s call- 
ed PS 125. The school kids eat 
their lunches in the cells. The 
wealthiest metropolis in the world 
hasn’t even bothered to remove 
the bars. 

PS 86, erected in 1889, has a/| 
seating capacity of 2,059. It’s a 
6B school—kids 5 to 12. To get to| 
a lavatory, the youngsters have 
to go down to the basement 
through an unheated passage. 
These lavoratories have no flush- 
ing facilities, and there isn’t a 
sink in the entire building. 

PS 16 in Brooklyn has its 
toilets in the yard. Ditto for PS 
127 in Manhattan. And double 
ditto for 26 other schools. 

PS 195 is a wooden structure 
heated by a coal stove with over. 
head pipes. The heat isn’t turned 
on until the kids arrive, and for 
the first hour the temperature is 
often as low as 40 degrees. 


BY MODERN standards, 287 of 
our schools, atended by 150,000) 
children, are firetraps. PS 58 has 
exits on only one side of the build- 
ing. If that side caught fire, it 
would be just too bad. 

Twenty-one of our schools in 
New York were built before Lee 
surrendered to Grant. 

According to the education ex- 
perts, New York needs 9,000 more 
classrooms and 10.000 more teach. | 
ers. And about 600 assorted doc: 
ors, nurses and dental hygienists. 
Not to mention modern textbooks, 
workshops, gyms, musical instru-? 
nents, and some decent furniture.

It's Just 
Too Early To Say 


WASHINGTON—It will be wise not to place 
too much weight on the results of a special] poll 
taken by Look Magazine among 57 Washington 

correspondents of leading American newspapers on the outcome of 
the coming presidential election. 

The overwhelming consensus of the 57 political writers was that 
a Republican will succeed President Truman in the White House 
after next year’s elections. 

Asked who will be elected President in 1948, here is how the 
replies of the writers ran: 


Thomas E. Dewey 

Robert A. Taft 

Gen, Eisenhower 

President Truman 

Arthur H, Vandenberg 

Harold FE. Stassen 

Uncertain 

Another question asked the correspondents was, who will be 

the Republican nominee for Président? Oddly enough, the replies 
to _ question ran about the same as the first. Here are the 
results: 


Dewey 20 
Taft 12 
Eisenhower 13 
Vandenberg 5 
Stassen l 
Bricker 1 
Uncertain 5 


In other words, generally speaking, those who picked Dewey 
or Taft to win the nomination also picked them to win the elec 
tion. There was a change of only five votes in the two columns of 
replies, which, incidentally, is the number of votes President Tru- 
man got to win. That is to say, one less person who picked Dewey 
to win the nomination was willing to predict that he would Win 
the election, if nominated, In the same manner there was a change 
of one vote in the totals of Eisenhower, Vandenberg and Bricker. 


We akness The weakness of the poll is apparent on two scores, 

In the first place. it runs counter to all the cur- 
rent public sentiment surveys as conducted by Dr. Gallup, the emi- 
nent pollster, and others. These polls show President Truman very 
definitely in the lead. He has made a remarkable comeback from 
the low credited to him about the time of the last congressional 
elections, which saw the Republicans capture contro] of both the 
House and Senate. 

Mr. Truman is now credited with a popularity standing of some 
55 percent. He is running ahead in such pivotal States as New 
York, Pennsylvania and Ohio. The results of tre nation-wide polls 
are in conformity with the election returns in scattered areas in 
November. These elections showed that Democratic sentiment is 
very much on the uptake. 

Under the circumstances it is rather surprising that a group of 
writers who pride themselves on being counted as polti.al experts 
should be willing to stick their necks out to the extent of prepon- 
derantly predicting a Republican’ victory this far in advance of 
the election. 

The sanest and the most conservative course to have foilowed, 
if seems, would have been to answer the question on the outcome 
of the election with the observation that it is yet too early to say, 
That was the answer of this correspondent in his reply to the poll. 


: In the face of the evidence as it exis s today, one 
Evidence would have to be a soothsayer to undertake to commit 
himself on the outcome of an election now nine months away. 
Especially is this true when the consensus of the best-informed 
opinion is that the contest promises to be extremely close. It could 
change either way in the months ahead. 

But there was another weakness in the Look Magazine poll 
which may account for the answers received. It appeared to be 
weighted heavily on the side of correspondents representing staunch 
Republican newspapers. And that may explain everything. 

‘ By selecting the proper people, it is possible, of course, to get 
any result that may be desired in a special. poll. For example. if 
you picked 57 hidebound Democrats and asked them how the elec- 
tion will come out, the chances are you would get a prediction 
100 percent favorable to the Democratic Party. 

The answer usually depends on who you are polling. Where 
the editors of Look made their mistake, it would appear, was in not 
providing a better balance in the political views of the writers who 
were polled. 

That is how the now jefunct Literary Digest made such a debacle 
of its 1936 presidential poll, which showed Gov. Alf Landon, the 
Republican nominee, actually winning the election, when, as a mat- 
ter of fact, he carried only two of the 48 States.

Primer of Labor's Bill of Rights 


Editor’s Note: Following is one of a sertes of articles ex- 
plaining in simple, non technical language the provisions of the 
controversial Taft-Hartley labor law.

In the Taft-Hartley law Congress, for the first 
attempted to curb the uneconomic and wasteful “featherbedding” 


| practices which have become so prevalent in most of the large 


unions since the depression. These practices force an employer 
to hire unnecessary men to stand in idleness or to fritter away 
their time in the performance of useless, unwanted work. 

To strike at this evil Congress has made it an unfair labor 
practice for a union to attempt to cause an employer to pay 
“anything in. the nature of an exaction for services which are 
not performed or not to be performed.” 

Employers complain that this provision is so full of loopholes 
that it will accomplish little or nothing. Extremists on the labor 
side insist, conversely, that it outlaws many perfectly legitimate 
payments to workers, such as vacation and severance pay, call-in 
pay and pay: for make-ready, travel and waiting time.

1938 SLAYING 

Dr. Wynekoop 
Freed After 
13-Year Term 


DWIGHT, Ill, Dec. 28 — (#) — 
Dr. Alice Lindsay Wynekoop, 77, 
left the women’s branch of the 
Illinois State Penitentiary Sunday 
in an ambulance after completing 
13 vears and nine months of a 25 
year sentence for slaying her 
daughter-in-law. 

Her release terminated the 
State’s concern with one of Chi- 
cago’s most dramatic murder cases 
which grew from the death of 
pretty 23-year-old Rheta Gardner 
Wynekoop, wife of Dr. Alice 
Wynekoop’s son, Earle, then 27, 
on Nov. 21, 1933. 

Rheta, daughter of B. H. Gard- 
ner, Indianapolis flour merchant, 
was found dead on an operating 
table in the basement surgery of 
the old Wynekoop mansion in Chi- 
cago, her heart penetrated by a 
bullet which police said entered 
her body through her back. 

Dr. Wynekoop declared she was 
innocent and repudiated from the 
witness stand a statement of guilt 
she said was wrung from her by 
police through trickery. 

The prosecution contended the 
slaying was planned to collect 
double indemnity on a $10,000 tn- 
surance policy Dr. Wynekoop had 
secured for Rheta a short time be- 
fore the girl’s death. 

After a mistrial had been de 
clared because of the defendant’s 
serious heart ailment, and a sec. 
ond trial hampered by her frailty, 
she entered prison March 29, 1934, 
at the age of 64, not expecting to 
live out her term. 

Sunday, her minimum term, 
with time off for exemplary be- 
havior, expired. An ambulance 
in which her eldest son, Walker, 
of Chicago, rode, carried her out- 
side the prison grounds. 

The ambulance stopped briefly 
for a group of reporters, and 
Walker relayed two questions to 
his ailing mother. 

“What do you 
next?” 

“T have no plans,” Dr. Wyne- 
‘koop replied. 

She declined to answer the sec- 
ond question, “Did you _ kil! 
‘Rheta?”

Lend a Hand

You’ve heard about enjoying poor 
health. Well, it can be done in Decatur 
_** without a hint of self-sympathy. 

A group of Red Cross Grey Ladies have made visiting 
the sick not only a gracious neighborly privilege, but a real 
community service, because they not only visit, they enter- 
tain, amuse, instruct and encourage. Pe we 

They know more about weaving, painting, leather 
work, metal molding .. . all those diversions and skills 
found so useful in occupational therapy at military hos- 
pitals during the war ... than anybody could imagine. 
And they know how to share their knowledge. 

They do not restrict their calls to “those in need, ’? as 
we euphemistically categorize our underprivileged friends. 
They are as apt to pull their cars to a stop before the homes 
of the well-to-do as before the modest cottages, because, 
as they’ reason it, illness and long convalescence hang as 
heavily on the hands of the wealthy as the poor. 

The unique direction of the DeKalb County Grey 
Ladies grew out of their service during the war... and 
a wise adjustment to the needs of their community at 


ce. 
ilies S. G. Stukes, Gray Lady Chairman for four years, 
now the new Volunteer Service Chairman of the Chapter, 
tells how the new work came about. 

' The Red Cross made a survey of ten areas in the 

South, she said, and found that the DeKalb section had 

‘a higher educational level above any county in the 

- State and a per capita spending level. It found, more- 

over, that the community takes care of its own with 

remarkable efficiency, and that the only real need for 

. volunteer service lies in the “extras” of life. 

“The County Home,” Mrs. Stukes said, “is supported by 
the County .. . so the local branch of churchwomen took 
the job of giving beauty to their lives. There is a civilian 
corps of Gray Ladies in the hospital at Emory, doing a fine 
job there. The Service Guild maintains a physical therapy 
department at Emory, too—an admirable work. 

“But we found that no one had thought of the shut-ins 
in the homes. Why, we wondered, wouldn’t that be im- 
portant, too. With a name like Gray Ladies, we would do 
anything!” : 

Now, there are quite a few Gray Ladies in the Decatur 
area, of course, so there are other jobs they have found 
to do. , 

» One group has organized itself for teaching the crippled 
children at Scottish Rite Hospital. They are all former 
teachers, and follow the curriculum of the public school 
system, decorating it, of course, with fresh ideas borne of 
willing service. 

“The children love to see them coming,” Mrs. Stukes 
says, “and the women love the work.” 

The weey Ladies took up still another facet of com- 
munity The Lions Club had provided two fine eye- 
conservation machines for the use of city and county 
schools, but there was no one to operate them for the bene- 
fit of the youngsters. 

“So we took that over,” Mrs. Stukes said, “and some of 
our Gray Ladies have taken special courses in operating 
the eye machine and take regular days to devote to it.” 

Now the problem is simple. The organization is closely 
knit, well trained, ready. 

“Will you tell the people who are ill at home that we 
would like to know them?”
